President Truman sent congres* a 
tax program today calling for a 
cut in excise or "sales" levies, 
plugging of loopholes, and 
a 


billion-dollar boost in taxes on 
corporations, estates and big gifts. 


Li a special message. Mr. Tru- 


man did nor say specifically how 
much reduction he thought should 
be made in the excise taxes. Bat 
he said cuts are "most urgently 
needed" in the taxes on freight, 
railroad and bus tickets, long 
distance telephone and telegraph 
bills and "the entire group of 
retail excises, including such items 
as toilet preparations, luggage and 
handbags." 


How Much? 


Mr. Truman did specify that 


these taxes should be cut "only to 
the extent that the loss in revenue 
can be recouped by eliminating 


Main Tax Proposals 


I. Cut seven 
excise, or 


"sales" le\-ies. Without saying 
how much he would cut them, 
he mentioned taxes on trans- 
poration of freight (now 3 per 
cent) and passengers (15 per

53 per cent, be reduced to tha 
same rate as applies above 550,000. 


He proposed that estate and 


gift tax laws be revised to provide 
uniform treatment and reduce 
present exemptions so as to "not 
only bring in more revenue," but 
to "improve the fairness of the 
estate and gift tax laws."

CM Works on Its 'Bigness' Problem 


General Motors made the financial pages the other day 


with a storv that deserves wider attention. It announced 
that its 1949 net profit probably will top $600,000,000. If so, 
that will be the biggest profit ever rung up by any company 
in the United States. 


Could GM somehow get out of paying any income taxes, 


that profit would be a whopping Sl.100.000.000. Back in 
the earlv New Deal days, such a sum would have equaled a 
fourth of the revenues the federal government was draw- 
ing in. 


But even that figure doesn't give you a full idea of GM's 


huge operations. Its 1949 sales total of S5.500.000.000 is a 
better kev. That's roughly the amount this country spent 
on foreign aid in the Marshall Plan's first year. 


All this means General Motors is not only a tremendous 


corporation—it is a sort of government within the govern- 
ment. What it does affects not only millions of its customers 
and stockholders. It concerns vitally the welfare of the 400,- 
000 people who work for GM. 


It's as if the comoany controlled a city about the size of 


New Orleans or Newark." N. J. Inevitably. GM has a great 
deal to say about the kind of life those 400.000 live. 


Because so many people are directly affected, a corpora- 


tion the size of General Motors must be operated as a public 
trust. It can't make capricious decisions without regard to 
their multiplying effects on the lives of many human beings. 


Right now big corporations are under fire just for being 


big. The theory is that when they're so large they crush— 
or can crush—•virtually all serious competition. We aren't 
concerned here about that aspect of the problem. We're 
thinking only of what bigness does to the people who come 
into immediate contact with it- 


General Motors, to its credit, is aware that bigness has 


human disadvantages as well as economic advantages. The 
great corporation tends to be impersonal, distant, inflexible, 
immovable. 
* 


GM is trying to do something about it. The company is 


not pulled by a single set of strings held in New York or 
Detroit. Perhaps more "than any sizable company in the na- 
tion, it is governed by the men who head its scattered indi- 
vidual units. Says its board chairman, Alfred P. Sloan: "We 
operate a free competitive economy within ourselves. Our 
competition is one division against another, as well as against 
firms on the outside." 


Whether by its rule of wide freedom within its broad 


bounds GJi manages to overcome the weaknesses of great 
size, we do not profess to say with confidence. 


But we find encouragement in GM's effort to solve the 


problem of its own Initiative. It is trying to save the gains 
of size without succumbing to the accompanying weaknesses. 
Somehow this seems a more sensible process than tossing the 
economic advantages away just to get back to the human 
levels of the old handicraft days.

I learned how grape squeezings 
end up in a champagne bottle. 


The grape juice, sugar and yeast 


lie happily together in the oak 
casks for months. The wine is 
then drawn off and blended with 
other wines—and this is where the 
winemaker's skill enters. 
The 


blended wine then is put in bottles, 
more yeast and sugar are added, 
and the bottles are corked and laid 
on their sides. There they medi- 
tate for years. 


•Can't Hurry* 


"It is the flavor released bv the 


fermenting yeast that makes the 
true champagne flavor, and it can 
not be hurried." said Fournier. "It 
.s produced only by being aged 
in the bottle for one to four 
ears." 
Periodically the 
bottles 
are 


vibrated 
to 
insure 
complete 


ermentation. When properly aged. 
the. bottles are put in racks, head 
down. Twice a day for eight 
veeks a man known as "a shaker" 
ives each bottle a quarter turn in 


the rack. This is to cause the 
sediment to gather on the cork. 


By quick-freezing the wine in 


the neck of the bottle, the wine- 
maker is able to remove the cork 
and sediment. A new cork is then 
inserted, the labels added—and the 
champagne !s ready. 


"The reason champagne cannot 


be produced cheaply is that each 
bottle must be handled 250 times 
before it is ready for shipment," 
aid Foumier.
